Local  Birth  Rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  populationc 
These  populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and 
comprise  persons  of  all  ages,  including  those  who  have  no 
influence  on  the  Birth  Rate. 

These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth  rate  in  that 
a high  proportion  of  them  in  a population  tends  to  lower  and 
a small  proportion  tends  to  raise,  the  true  rate. 

The  size  of  the  proportion  will  vary  in  different  areas  and, 
therefore,  the  elimination  and  standardisation  of  such  a factor 
will  give  a true  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a comparability  factor  on 
these  lines.  Multiplication  of  the  Crude  Birth  Rate  of  an 
area  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth 
rate  and  can  be  compared  with  the  adjusted  .rate  of  any  other 
area  or  v/ith  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a 
similar  v/ay  to  the  above. 

The  area  compiar ability  factor  contains  adjustments  for 
boundary  changes  v/here  applicable. 

The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase  or 
reduction  in  the  population  naturally  affects  its  composition 
by  BOX  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account.

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Notes  on  Infectious  Diseases: - 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a relatively  high 
incidence  of  Infective  Hepatitis  .during  the  year^ 

The  reason  for  this  is  unknown.  This  disease  is  commonly 
called  "Jaundice",  It  is  infectious,  due  to  a virus  and 
is  difficult  to  prevent.  Fortunately  the  illness  is 
usually  mild. 

The  disease  is  notifiable  in  East  Anglia  to  give  some 
idea  of  the  actual  incidence  of  the  disease. 

One  difficulty  is  that  so  many  cases  are  difficult  to 
diagnose  with  certainty  and  therefore  accurate  figures  of 
the  incidence  of  the  disease  are  difficult  to  obtain. 

It  appears  that  school  children  are  certainly  very  much 
at  risk  and  the  tendency  seems  to  be  that  an  increasing 
proportion  of  cases  comes  from  the  Urban  Areas, 

In  Bungay  no  particular  part  of  the  area  was  involved.

This  water  is  of  good  organic  quality  and  its  Bacteriological 
condition  is  excellent.  As  compared  v/ith  the  previous  sample  c 
the  salinity  is  slightly  higher,  though  the  increase  is  of  no 
consequence. 

The  total  hardness  is  approximately  23°  Clark.  The  reaction  of 
the  water  is  exactly  neutral,  and  free  carbonic  acid  content  is 
balanced  by  the  dissolved  Calcium  Carbonate,  Waters  of  this 
type  might  be  found  to  have  slight  solvent  properties  as  regards 
metals  through  v;hich  they  pass,  but  this  water  could  certainly 
not  be  described  as  seriously  corrosive.  Metals  were  absent 
from  the  sanpile,  and  its  clarity,  oxiour  and  taste  were  all 
satisfactory.

Loddon  Rural  District  Council  and  Wainford  Rural  District  Council, 
No  additions  were  made  to  trunk  mains  during  the  year.

Plantation j tiisr©  ar©  also  tv/o  sulD-'Stations  for  pumping 
s©wag©  from  the  lower  parts  of  the  town  to  the  headworks, 
these  are  sited  at  Boyscott  Lane  and  the  Falcon  Bridge. 

The  majority  of  the  town  is  adequately  sewered,  hov;ever, 
there  are  properties  not  so  provided,  which  are  situated 
in  isolated  positions  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  or 
levels  do  not  permit  their  Being  connected  to  the  mains. 

Night  soil  collection  is  made  once  weekly  from  20  dwellings 
and  disposal  of  night  soil  is  effected  at  the  Council  s tip 
Ollands  Plantation. 

Drainage  of  the  tovm  is  known  to  he  only  partially 
separate  and  that  during  heavy  rainfall  our  sewers _are  loaded 
much  over  their  capacity.  Continuous  watch  is  Being  kept 
upon  this  problem  and  whenever  it  was  possible,  steps  were 
taken  to  remove  surface  drains  from  the  Sewer  system.  Each 
year  shov/s  some  improvement  in  the  position,  with  the  steady 
reduction  of  flow  indicated  By  the  Lea  Recorder  during  rainfall. 

During  the  year  a storm  overflov/  tanlc  was  constructed  at 
Duke's  Bridge  to  deal  with  storm  v/ater  from  the  Eastern  extremity 
of  the  Town,  Since  its  completion  this  tank  has  operated  most 
successfully  and  it  would  appear  has  remedied  the  problem  oi 
sewerage  Backing-  up  at  Mile  End,  and  overflowing  from  inspection 

chambers.

Notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  of  five  properties 
for  the  provision  of  new  sanitary  dustbins,  and  in  each  case 
informal  action  sufficed  to  secure  compliance. 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  hy  two  men  full  time, 
with  assistance  of  one  extra  man  each  Friday  all  day,  and 
Saturday  morning.

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  (infestation  Control 
Division)  are  responsible  for  the  co-ordination  of  Anti-Rodent 
work,  and  pay  half  the  total  expenses. 

The  introduction  of  "Yi/arfarin”  virhich  I first  began  to  use 
in  1954?  represents  a great  advance  over  other  forms  of  treatment 
for  surface  infestations,  ’’Warfarin”  , to  which  para.-nitro-phenol 
had  been  added,  Vi^as  experimented  v/ith  in  sewer  traatments. 

The  degree  of  infestation  in  the  sewers  is  only  of  a minor  nature, 
and  has  over  the  years  been  systematically  declining. 

Business  premises  received  routine  inspections  for  evidence  of 
rodent  infestation,  and  private  dwelling  houses  were  inspected 
as  and  when  requested  by  the  occupant  or  the  owner.

The  enforcement  of  this  Act  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Local  Authority,  It  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January, 1 95^, 
although  some  of  its  regulations  did  not  become  entirely  operative 
until  1st  July,  1956,  A copy  of  the  summary  of  the  regulations 
7/as  supplied  to  all  premises  handling  foodstuff  on  31st  Dec, 1955. 

All  food  premises  were  inspected  immediately  the  Act  was 
introduced,  and  I was  ultimately  reluctantly  obliged  to  take 
proceedings  on  four  counts  against  a Stallholder  who  indicated 
his  unv/illingness  to  comply  with  the  regulations.  A convictioni 
v/as  recorded  on  all  four  counts.,  Hov/ever,  it  is  to  their 
credit  that  generally  the  proprietors  of  business  premises 
co-operated  admirably,  and  I found  that  the  vast  majority  of  food 
premises  had  already  anticipated  and  fulfilled  the  requirements 
of  this  Act.  . ..  One  .restaurant  was  found  to  be  seriously  defective 
in  observance  of  the  Standards  required  by  these  regulations  and 
also  .the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  Sec,  89  and  the  Shops  Act  1950 
Sec, 38,  and  negotiations  were  proceeding  to  have  these  conditions 
righted.  These  premises  have  since  been  closed  voluntarily  by 
the  tenants  on  the  22nd  May,  1957, 

All  licensed  houses  were  inspected  and  informal  notices, 
in  respect  of  1 1 premises,  served  upon  the  Brewers,  Action  to 
remedy  these  deficiencies  was  taken  immediately,  however,  in  the 
case  of  3 licensed  houses,  some  difficulty  presented  itself 
regarding  drainage j a method  of  overcoming  these  difficulties 
was  under  consideration. 


There  are  84  shops  trading  within  the  Urban _ District , 
and  during  the  year  1953  the  responsibility  for  inspections 
uSir  se4ion  of  the  Act  were  delegated  to  the  Local
